In early November, Halvar Jonson, Minister of Education, was 
invited to Harry Ainlay. Students asembled in the large gymna- 
sium and had an opportunity to listen to opening remarks by the 
minister after which members in the audience were invited to 
present questions.

Students, teachers, 
parents and general members of the community were present. 


Mr. Jonson announced that the province planned to cut educa- 
tion funding by $239 million through 1996-97. For public schools, 
such restrictions translate into cuts of approximately nine percent. 
Mr. Johnson explained that because of the ever increasing deficit 
each year, the provincial debt had grown to levels which were 
unacceptable. Costs associated with servicing the debt resulted 
in fewer funds being available for expenses in program areas. 
Not only would education be affected, but also such areas as 


hospitals and provincial liquor stores.

Commencement'94 


It was in junior high school that | determined | should be a teacher. Football, Field hockey, sailing, surfing and track 

were my passions, so naturally it was a physical education teacher that | wanted to be. 
At times, in the view of my high school headmaster, it appeared that too much time was allocated to my sports, and 
insufficient to my studies. | forget his words now - but | know he was advising me to seek a balance in my life. The need 
for this balance was no more apparent than on that occasion when | went to his office with my dilemma. It so happened 
that my senior school team was to play out of town the following Saturday, in a rugby tournament. That same day my 
town's hockey team, captained by my older brother, had surprisingly qualified to play in the season grand final. Being a 
contributing member of both teams - | had the problem of playing in two places at the one time, or letting one team 
down. | don't know what | expected him to do to solve my problem, and it was unfair of me to think that | could, or 
would, do so. He quite rightly told me that | had all the information needed to make the correct decision, told me to 
make it and to live with it. He did not allow me to put the monkey, my monkey, on his back. | left, not loving him but 
respecting him. | played for my school that Saturday. We lost, and so did the hockey team. After he had spoken to his 

1000 students, at the next assembly, he walked up to me and quietly enquired about the hockey result. He nodded at 
| my reply, his body language expressing regret. There were no further words, but as he moved on | knew he shared 
some of my frustration. | know now what he knew then. He knew the pain was ephemeral, this particular situation 
would fade away - but only to return again, in other guises, during the rest of my life - as it does to all of our lives. He 
} knew that life is filled with difficult choices, and he taught that one must never delegate the responsibility for making 
choices that affect oneself to other people. Time passed, | won my Commonwealth scholarship, completed teacher 
| education (or so | thought) and spent four years developing expertise in a Sydney high school before obtaining a posting 
back to my hometown high school. This was paradise! Four years of family, lots of friends, the finest of recreational 
opportunities, and a promising future. Then wanderlust intruded upon this rewarding life and my wife and | faced that 
question - to stay or to go! Choices! Again the dilemma of competing opportunities. 


After gathering all avaliable information to help us make an informed decision we opted for this far away place. There was excitement and anticipation at the 
leaving, but also regret. Not too much regret, mind you, for we would be away, centred in that place called Edmonton, for only five years. Twenty - one years, 
four children, and three schools later | came to work with you in Harry Ainlay. Here | found a school with the motto "In Omnibus Excelsior!", a school with a 
Staff and a student body which truly sought, and continues to seek, excellence in all things. Here was a place and a people with remarkable aptitudes and 
attitudes, and so many wondrous facets that it was a challenge to absorb it all. The learning curve was at times so steep that | sometimes found myself sliding 
off. Fortunately, as | found early, there were many hands and minds willing to assist. In short time | was able to see how others, new to the Ainlay experience, 
could be helped in turn. The tremendous reservoir of staff and student talent, and your ability to draw the best from each other, can be no more evident than it 
is on this Commencement celebration. As the evening unfolds we will again be impressed. Even those inevitably irreverent class historians will later put their 
polished stamp upon the evening's proceedings. Until one has shared in the endeavours, it is difficult to comprehend how much time, love, and planning goes 
into these major celebrations. Until you have truly lived and worked within the team, you cannot appreciate the number of young people who work with teacher 
advisors to present high profile tournaments, music performances, plays, or conferences. This spirit of service to one another in the school, | believe, provides 
an intrinsic well being and security for you young people - coming from your knowledge that through your contrubution and creativity you really hjave made a 
difference. 


There was so much to be learned from you young people. There are some of you, from the leadership program, who shared a task with me three years ago. 
My role around that table was a minor one. | was simply to pose the questions - "What causes students to drop out of school.? Is there anything we can do to 
reduce the incidence of "dropping out?" After 30 seconds it was apparent that these questions created discomfort and that our next hour could be unproductive. 
When the question was flipped around to become "What makes fellow students successful - in academics, athletics, the arts, social relationships?" You came 
back from your break-out groups to offer in order of priority: 


1) Successful students are goal oriented, they know what they want to do, know what they want to be. 
2) Successful students are good time managers. 
3) Successful students have good support systems - parents, teachers, relatives, friends all of whom provide the stimulus for you to be the best you can be. 


Prior to this particular afternoon, | had read some of the literature on success and effectiveness, produced by people like Peters, Bennis,Robbins and later, 
Covey. None have affected me as profoundly as your thoughts of that afternoon. Almost invariable since that time, when any of you come to me for any 
reason | asked you what you planned to do when you finished school. Your responses provided cues for any later exchanges, Reassuringly, most of you did 
and do have a goal, and a plan for accomplishing it. Despite our increasingly tougher times, | am certain that those of you who have a plan, and have been 
preparing yourselves appropriately, will continue to be successful. | find it very comforting that our future, and our pensions, will be in your hands. That most of 
you have completed your high school education in 3 years is commendable - and consistent with your theme song " We're here for a good time, Not for a long 
time." It is my understanding that your chosen song will, from September 1994 onwards be adopted by the Edmonton Public School Board as the welcoming 
theme from all incoming Grade 10 students. That some of you have pursued the most rigorous of academic programs, maintained excellence in your athletics, 
your music your drama, that you have contributed so many often anonymous hours in the service of your school or other organizations... and still maintained 
honors standing, causes us to stand back and applaud you. With your well balanced lives and achievements, you provide that inspiration, that synergy, which 
makes teachers love working with you. Four years with you at Ainlay have left indelible memories of the good times - as well as of the tough times a family as 
big as ours endures. There are those who wonder how teachers can have so much patience - wonder how me can work with students. On behalf of your 
teachers | say "How can we not work with you?...you who are so aptly described by Stephen Covey's mission statement. "Live, Love, Learn...and leave a 
Legacy!"
